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COFFEE VOTE 
LED HEAVILY 
BY LOYALISTS 


The heavy majority in Cof- 
fee county for Loyalist Demo- 
cratic elector candidates in 
the official tally of the Runoff 
Primary last week contributed 
strongly to the fact that Loy- 
alists finally finished ahead in 
the state-wide ballot, 

The official canvass for Cof- 
fee county showed 25,829 votes 
for Loyalists to only 17,87€ for 
States Righters, a majority of 
7,453. The highest vote total 
for any States Rights candi- 
date was less than the small- 
est vote cast for any Loyalist 
candidate. Former Governor 
Frank M. Dixon polled 1,959 
votes, the highest vote for any 
States Rights candidate in 
Coffee county, while W. L. 
“Bul” Chenault polled 2,431 
votes, the smallest of any Loy- 
alist candidate, with all Loyal- 
ist candidates ahead of all 
States Rights candidates, 

State - Wide Vote 

The final tabulation  state- 
wide left Alabama with six 
Loyalist and five States Right- 
ers in the electoral college, 
Loyalists elected were: C. G. 
Allen of Gadsden, former state 
Rep. Karl Karrison of Colum- 
biana, Mayor J. &. Brantley of 
Banks, State Senator Dave Ar- 
cher of Huntsville, Mayor 
Leonard Beard of Sheffield, 
former Adj. Gen. W. D. “Billy” 
Partlow, Jr., of Tuscaloosa. 

States Righters selected were: 
Former Governor Frank M. 
Dixon of Birmingham, Edmund 
Blair of Pell City, former state 
Rep. W. W. Malone, Jr., of 
Athens, and Frank Mizell of 
Montgomery. J. Bruce Hender- 
son, a States Righter, won in 
the first primary 

The more than  two-to-one 
majority in Coffee county for 
Ed Pepper against C. GC, “Jack” 
Owen for president of the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commiss- 
ion showed former Governor 
Jim Folsom has lost none of 
his old popularity here. Ed 
Pepper, with the support of 
Folsom, polled 3,904 votes to 
Owen's 1,877 here. As one 
prognosticator said after the 
votes were counted: “Just wait 
till Folsom gets his mop and 
broom and starts out in the 
next gubernatoria! election.” 
State-wide ,Owen defeated 
Pepper with a majority of ov- 
er 32,000 votes in more than 
350,000 votes cast, a margin of 
about 10 per cent. 

County Races 

In the county races the con- 
versation aiter the official tal- 
ly was about the close race for 
Tax Assessor and how a new- 
comer to politics led the fie!d 
tor Tax Collector. 

Fred L. Donaidson defeated 
Thomas E. Bowden by only 91 
votes for Assessor, Donaldson’s 
total being 3,124 and Bowden 
3,033. James L. Sawyer polled 
3.585 votes to Laura §. Bar- 
ker’s 2,587 for Tax Collector, 

Eugene Brown received 3,144 
voies for re-election as County 
Commissioner, Dist. 1, over 
Rex A. Lowery with 2,866. 
Claude Tindol received 3,229 
votes for County Commission- 
er, Dist. 2, over R. D. Dyess 
with 2,859.

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Do Your Peanuts Have “Possum Ears?” 


County Agent J. R. Speed 
Says many people think that 
it is natural for the leaves of 
young peanuts to be ragged 
and distorted, like those pic- 
tured above, but he points out 
that this isa symptom of 
thrips damage. And theré are 
plenty of these tiny insects in 
peanut areas of Southeast Ala- 
bama this year. “If they are 
not controlled, thrips could cut 
yields up to 200 pounds or 
more,” according to Walter 
Grimes, Auburn Extension sur- 
vey entomologist. 


Thrips, about one - twenty- 
fifth of an inch iong and 
brownish to b.ack in couor, da- 
mage peanuts by feeding in 
the buds and folded leaflets. 
Since they move so fast, the 
adults are seldom seen, But 
immature thrips are yellowish 
in color and are usually found 
in the foided leaflets of the 
young plant. 


‘During the past, very liitle 
has been done to control these 
nsects, says Speed. However, 
full season control of thrips i; 
profitable. By the use of a sys 
temic insecticide, phorate, 
(Thimet), Auburn researchers 
have ob:ained an average in- 
crease of 191 pounds per acre 
over the past five years. 

it is too late to carry out a 
full season thrips control, but 
some materials that can be us- 
ed at this stage of growth are 
10 percent DDT, 20 nercent to- 
xaphene, or five percent mala- 
thion dust. And they should be 
applied at the rate of 15 to 20 
pounds per acre when loss of a 
stand is threatened.

Soil Service Here 


Dr, Dale Arner, bioloyist for 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
was in Coifee County Tuesday, 
May 24, While in Elba Dr, Ar- 
ner worked with Arthur Bout- 
well and T. B. Bryan, coopera- 
tors with the Coffee County 
Soil Conservation District, 

Mr. Boutwell has a serious 
weed growth in his pond that 
has just about ruined the pond 
for fishing. Dr. Arner detectcd 
the growth as being “necd'e 
rush”, a pest that spreads ra- 
pidly and is hard to control 
through normal means. Heavy 
fertilization was recommended 
beginning next January and 
continue through the spring, 
This colors the water, cutting 
off the sunlight. thus stopping 
the plant growth. 

During the evening Dr. Ar- 
ner assisted Mr, Bryan and 
Mr. M. J. Lee with manage- 
ment of a beaver pond to en- 
courage growth of wildlife food 
for next fall and winter. It 
was sugeested that the pond 
be lowered during the June 
and July months to plant Ja- 
panese millet. After these seed 
mature the pond will b2 raised 
to its normal water level. This 
will increase many times the 
normal food supply thus en- 
couraging a greater population 
of wildlife.
